Wasuineton, D. C., April 29.—It is now 
understood among the Georgians at the cap- 
ital that Mr. Stephens will, if his health con- 
tinues as good as it now is, allow his friends 
to use his name asa candidate for Governor. 
He will not, “however, be the can- 
didate of any party but the 
democracy, to which his de- 
yotion seems strengthening as he 
grows older. Indeed, he mentioned as one of 
the highest considerations inducing him to 
lay aside his resolution to retire from public 
life the hope that he may aid in preserving 
the strength and unanimity of his party in 
Georgia. 

HAMMOND ON ROBESON, 

Mr. Hammond sat down severely on Mr. 
Robeson in the conclusion of the debate on 
the Lynch-Chalmers case te-day. After Mr. 
Robeson had rushed up and down the aisle 
declaring congress supreme ever all the laws 
of the state, Mr. Hammond replied in a brief 
but ringing speech, concluding by saying: “‘I 
admire the magnificent attitude of the gen- 
tleman from New Jersey as, throwing his 
coat aside, he tramples on the prostrate states, 
but I despise his so-called law.”’

SENATOR HILL. 


Some Tributes of Feeling for the Senator in Wash- 
ington. d 
Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

WasuninGton, April 25.—Senator Hill’s last 
visit to Washington was singularly sad. When 
he left here a few weeks ago he had every as- 
surance from his physicians that the cancerous 
affection had entirely disappeared, that he 
had suceessfully endured the heroic: treat- 
ment; and that as soon as the wound on his 
neck healed be would be a restored man. He 
had already suffered intense agony—so in 
tense tha! I heard him say he would have 
wished to die bad he thougnt of self 
alone. Bat through it all had glowed 
the strength of manhood and = gleamed 
the patience of the martyr. While he had 
faced the worst and spoken of it as calmly 
as of to-morrow’s rising sun he still thought 
of life as before him and to friends planned 
outthe purposes of his ripening years. His 
face had its features as we knew them and his 
eye its old time brightness. Hissuperb frame 
Was not wasted and every faculty seemed to 
shine in the light of a returning hope. He 
spoke of the fearful suffering he had under- 
gone and of the weary waiting for its end. . 

THE PURPOSES OF HIS LIFE. 

With some friends 1 heard him run-over 
the purposes of his life; tell of his drifting 
into politics and the trials it had brought him. 
He spoke of the things he desired to live to 
do until he portrayed a pure and beautiful 
ambition, and then, asif all this were taken 
from him, he said in a tenme of unbroken 
cheerfulness: 

“But suppose I do not recover. I cannot 
complain. i have lived or years, and 
I suppose no man ever lived fifty-eight hap- 
pier years. It may be best that they be all.”’ 

He looked then so like himself, and speke 
so bravely, that when we went away 
every one of us said he would 
recover. In a few days he went again to 
Philadelphia, it was said, that his surgeons 
might eversee the process of recovery. Al- 
most the same reportof his condition was re- 
ceived every day. It was that he was getting 
well and ne trace of the dread disease had re- 
turned. 

He had indulged that hope and had even 
written that he would in three weeks be again 
in his seat. 

On asudden came the sad announcement 
that the recovery was delayed until it Jad 
become doubtful amd then the deeper 
gloom of renewed suffering and sinking 
strength. Attended by his wife and 
sons he reached Washington, and when 
friends called they were told it would mot be 
well to see him. Remaining here unly a day 
he hurried on with Mrs. Hill, Charles BD. Hill 
and Dr. Wright, of Jefferson medical college, 
Onalong and weariag journey to Eureka 
springs in Arkansas, 

THE FEELING GN WASHINGTON. 

There is a universal feeling in Washington 
that this isa last experiment; that human 
ikill having failed im every effort human hope 
clutches at the resources of nature. A _ fresh 
interest has gathered around the vacant chair 
in the senate. and every word from the 
patient, as he is borne.across the west, is eagerly 
caught.

DEMAWD FOR OLD CANNON. 


A Suggestion that a Foundry for the Making of Con’ 
demned Ordnance ts Needed. 
Wasuineton, April 29.—A wag who had 
been looking over some of the bills before 
congress, intimated a day or two agothata 
bill was to be introduced establishing a foun- 
dry for the manufacture of condemned can- 
non. The absurdity of the suggestion does 
not appear to be so great as one might 
suppose, when a batch of bills, taken at ran- 
dom to-day, as they came from the printer, is 
examined. There are 16 0f them calling for 
condemned cannop and cannon balls, To- 
peka, Kansas, asks, #f the same can be done 
without detriment to the government, that 
four condemned cannon and twenty can- 
non balls be given, to be placed on 4 mon- 
ument in memory of deceased soldiers. 
Portland, Maine, asks for 4 condemned 
cannon and 16 cannon balls for a similar 
purpose: Boston requests a gift of 2 con- 
demned 12 pounders and gun carriages. Wo- 
burn, Winchester and Wakefield, Mass., each 
ask for 4condemned cannon. South Abing- 
don also asks for four cannon, Abingdon 
asks for four more. Four more are requested 
by Paxton. Brimfield would like to have 
four. Taunton asks for a like number. In 
the same bills Springfield, Oiio, asks tor four 
‘anpon and cannon balls. Gallipolis, 
Ohio, asks for an indefinite 
number of cannon for a soldiers’ 
cemetery. Birmingham, Conn., desires a gift 
of four bronze cannon, to be molded into a 
monument. Four brass field-pieces are asked 
for, to be cast into a monument at Bellevue, 
Ohio. Rochester, N. H., calls for four cannon 
and two anchors. Anna M. Ross Post. G. 
A. R., of Philadelphia, asks- for two 
brass cannon. Oregon, Michigan, mod- 
estly asks for one bronze cannon tor a ceme- 
tery. Lycoming county, Pennsylvania, asks 
for fourcondemmed iron cannon and ‘other 
mtinitions of war.’’ Concord, N. H., wants 
six iron cannon. Mansfield, Ohio, wants two 
pieces ef condemned iron cannon for decora- 
tive purposes. Hamilton, Ohio, calls for four 
cannon of large size and spherical shot. Bran- 
don, Vt., would jike to have four pieces of iron 
cannen. One billin the senate calls for one 
cannon for Reading, Penn.; six cannon and 
balls for Louisville, Ky.; four cannon and 25 
balls for Hyde Park, Lll.; six cannon and 12 
cannon balls for Memphjs, Tenn., and two 
cannon and four balis for Marion, Ind. These 
are not all the requests, but these bills taken 
up at random call for 96 connon and 130 con- 
demned cannon balls. At this rate the con- 
demned ordnance will soon become-small.

‘CHALMERS STEPS OUT 


AND LYNCH STEPS IN AND TAKES 
HIS VACANT SEAT. 


Mr. Calkins Closes the Debate With a Two Hours 
Speech, in Which He is Interrupted by Mr. 
Buchanan, of Georgia—The Vote Ordered, 
Which Results in Seating Lynch. 


Wasnineton, April 29.—In the house a 
message from the senate announced the pas- 
sage by that body with amendments of the 
house bill to execute certain treaty stipula- 
tions relating tothe Chinese. Mr. Page, of 
California, moved concurrence in the senate 
amendments. Mr. Hooker, of Mississippi, 
objected, on the ground that it was not wise 
legislation to act upon such an important 
measure without some time being given to 
consider the amendment. Mr. Page then 
obtained an order for the printing of the bill 
and amendment, and gave notice that he 
would ask for tLeir consideration Monday. 

THE PERUVIAN FNVESTIGATION, 
On motion of Mr. Williams, of Wisconsin, 


a resolution was adopted authorizing the com- 
mittee on foreign affairs to send a sub-com- 
mittee to New York for the purpose of exam- 
ining witnesses in the Chili-Peru investigs 
tion. 

THE CHALMER'S CASE. 

The house then resumed consideration of 
the Mississippi contested election case of 
Lynch vs. Chalmers, and the previous ques- 
tion having been ordered, Mr. Calkins, of In- 
diana, took the floor to close the debate. He 
premised his argument with a ktrief re- 
view of the present condition of the 
colored race. Old fallacies and 
sophistries were gone, and to-day the idea 
that all men are created equal before the law 
was the accepted dectrine of the republic.” 

‘Except as to the Chinese,” suggested Mr. 
Buchanan, of Georgia. 

Mr. Calkins—‘' Whenever the Chinese, as a 
people, shall stop their system of servitude, 
no man on this side of the chamber will re- 
fuse them the fellowship of mankind.” Turn- 
ing toa consideration of the case, Mr. Cal 
kins exbibited a map of Mississippi to show 
the gerrymandering which had _ been 
resorted to in order to throw 
a large majority of the colored 
people into the ‘“‘sheestring’’ district, and 
some good natured col'oquies ensued as to the 
system Of redistricting in vogue injIndianaand 
Qhio. Myr, Calkins spoke nearly two hours, 
and was frequently applauded by his party 
friends. In conclusion he reviewed 
the benefits granted to the colored 
people by the republican party, and assured 
the people that the party would centinue to 
educate them, and standing by them in each 
advancing step in civilization would invoke 
God's blessing upon them and their children. 
The conclbsion of his speech was greeted with 
loud, and long and continued applause on the 
republican side and in the galleries, in which 
alarge number of colored men were assem- 
bled. 

THE VOTE TAKEN. 

A vote was then taken on the resolution of 
the minority of the committee on elections, 
declaring Mr. Chalmers entitled to retain 
his seat. cejected—Yeas, 104; nays, 
125, a party vote. About thirty pairs 
were announced on this vote. 
The questions then recurred on the first raso- 
luti8n of the majority declaring Mr. Chalmers 
not entitled toaseat. At first there was a 
disposition shown on the democratic side to 
refrain from voting on this question, and on 
the first roll call not more. than 
twenty democrats voted, among 
them Randall, House, Tucker, Carlisi 
and Holman. This, however, was enough to 
make a quorum, and upon the second roll- 
eali the remaining democrats cast their votes 
in the negative. The resolutiun was adopted 
—veas, 124; nays, 71. The second resolution, 
declaring Lynch entitled to a seat, was agreed 
to—vyeas, 125; nays, 83. 

LYNCH SWORN IN, 

Mr. Lynch then appeared at the bar of the 
house, escorted by Mr. Calkins, and the oath 
of office was adninistered to him by the 
speaker. 

CONFERENCE TOPICS. 

Mr. Caswell, of Wisconsin, presented the 
conference report on the post-office appropria- 
tion bill, which was agreed to. <A conference 
comuiittee on the fortification appropriation 
bill was appointed, and the house, at 3:40,

Me Has One HMundred and Fifty Roughe Vete Proxies 
ata Ralilruad Election. 

Boston, April 26.—The adjourned special 
meeting of the stockholders of the Boston 
and Albany railroad, to consider the accep- 
tance of the legislativesact providing for the 
exchange of the 3tock of the Common- 
wealth for the bonds of the corpo- 
ration, was held this morning at Tre- 
mont Temple, President William Bliss in 
the chair. The auditorium was completely 
filled and the lower gallery partially so. On 
the platform with President Bliss were the 
full board of directors and a number of other 
prominent gentlemen and large stockholders. 
[fhe poils- were declared open. While the 
voting was in progress C. H. Vennor, a young 
Devonshire street broker, at the head of about 
one hundred and fifty roughs, entered the 
hall. The men had been gathered at the 
office of the broker named and engayed 
at a dollar a head to vote on proxies 
which had been placed in the hands of Ven- 
ner as the deciding advocate of the oppusi- 
tion party. The motley crowd was made 
up chietly of denizens of the Nerth End, 
South Cove aud other localities ef ill-repute. 
[They marched up the aisle while Vennor 
stuod at the ballot-box, aad as each man 
passed gave him a “pay card” which entitled 
him to the promised dollar. Each man voted 
on difty shares of stock. The vote for ex- 
changing the stock was carried by 24,443 
majarity.

THE GOLDEN CiTY DISASTER. 


The Report ef the Local Iuspectorsa— Twe More 
Bodies Found, 

Mempuis, April 29.—Local Inspectors Gar- 
rett and Ralston have completed their inves- 
tigation in the steamor Golden City disaster 
of March 30th. They find that the vessel was 
provided with a full complement of officers 
and crew, and equipped with all the fire ex- 
tinguishing apparatus and life-saving appli- 
ances required by law. They hold that the 
vessel, in carrying jute without thesame being 
covered with bagging, violated the spirit of 
section 4472 of the revised statutes, and re- 
voked the license of Bondurant, the mate. 
After the fire was discovered ‘the officers put 
forth every exertion to save the passengers, 
and they are held blameless for the loss of 
life. 

TWO BODIES FOUND. 


The dead bodies of a man and a woman, .

One was 
found on Cow Island, eighteen miles’ below 
the city, andthe other at Bardeaux Point, 
sixty milés below.

OF JENNIE CRAMER, 


Tne Finding of the Body, the Post Mortem, 
the Exhumati-n. and the Subsequent 
Chemical Analysis of the Rema.ng. 


The iaterest in the trial of the murderers of 


Jennie Cramer continues unabated, the court- 
room being constantly filled with eager listen- 
ers, mary of whom are ladies. During the ex- 


nounced that matters of a delicate nature 
would be plainly handled, but. not a single 
lady present felt that it was any cause why 
she should leave. The examination of Dr. 


| Chittenden lasted four hours. and was search- 


ing and severe. It is noticeable that e 
prosecuting attorney has thus far fully suc 
ceeded in keeping the testimony up to the line 
indicated in his opening statement of the case, 

Blanche Douglass has not given the Malley 
boys the slightest recognition since the trial be- 
gan. Friends have gathered around the 


cousins in court, aud have delugedthem with 
good wishes and prophecies of a safe deliver- 
ance; but until Friday no one had had a kind 
word for Miss Douglass. An aged lady with 
a long black veil walked over to the solitary 
girl before the opening of court and vouch- 
safed a few words of womanly sympathy. 
Blanche treated her politely, and showed no 
feeling. The scarlet flower on. Blanche’s 
jaunty- bonnet was the most conspicuous 
object in the court room. Walter Malley 
saw it, James Malley, Jr., glanced at it, and 
spectators pointed at it. The women 
seems aS anxious as ever to attract atten- 
tion and she is still the central object of 
curiosity.. Walter and James entered with 
their winter topcoats gvertheir arms. They 
flung their coats in their chairs, placed 
their billycock hats under the rounds and 
sat down. Walter took occasional notes of 
the testimony. James sat shoulder to shoul- 
der with him overlooking the notes. The 
father of Walter entered the room in the 
forenoon with a smiling friend. 
THE FINDING OF THE BODY DESCRIBED. 

Mr. L. M. Maisden, a manufacturer, doing 
business in Ansonia, said that‘at twenty min- 
utes past five on the morning of the 8th of 
August last he went out on his upper balcony 
facing the sea. Hesawafew schooners un- 
der sailat a distance. Then his attention 
was drawn to Asa Curtis, who was on the 
beach below bailing out his boat with a shoy- 
el. He saw something white floating in the 
water to the right of Curtis. He thought it 
was one of the fisherman’s ee] pots. Heturn- 
edand went in to breakfast. He was not 
more than ten minutes «t breakfast. Then 
he came out on the lower balcony, and saw 
Asa Curtis dragging ashore what he supposed 
was the eel pot. He went back in the house. 
it took him three or four minutes to 
black his boots. Then he came 
out, and was about to walk up to take the car 
on his way to Ansonia when he saw a crowd 
collected on the beach. He went down there 
and found that Curtis bad taken out of the 
water the body of a young lady. She Jay upon 
her back on the sand, with her head thrown 
back. Her eyes and mouth wereclosed. The 
face was of a ‘‘roody’’ color, and looked natur- 
al. Witness described the wounds on the lip, 
and the chafing on the nose and forehead. 
Her hands were on her stomach, the right 
hand alittle above the left. He smelt an 
ordor unlike any he had ever smelt before or 
has smelt since. It was not atall like the 
odor of a decaying body. Blood oozed from 
both her mouth and her nose, and trickled 
down upon her bosom. It seemed to have 
just begun running. It was an uncanny sight. 
He turned her head over so that the blood 
trickled down her left cheek and fell into the 
sand. It saturated the sand, leaving a depres- 
sion that was remarked after the body was 
removed. 

THE APPEARAXCE OF DROWNED BODIES. 

Mr. Marsden then testified that he had ex- 
amined at least ten drowned bodies. He had 
found drowned bodies always bloated. He 
had never seen one with the hands in front 
of the body in the position Jennie Cramer’s 
were, Generally when taken out of the 
water a mucus comes from the mouth. He 
did noi observe this in Jennie Cramer’s case. 
A drowned person’s limbs and arms are gen- 
erally very rigid. Jennie’s were perfectly 
limp Jennie Cramer was not bloated. Jennie 
Cramer’s case was the only one that he ever 
saw where the eyes were closed when the per- 
son was drowned. In all the casesin which 
he had based bis judgment, Mr. Marsden said 
that he had persunally helped to take the 
bodies from the water. The witness on cross- 
examination acknowledged that he originally 
thought Jennie was drowned, but he changed 
his opinion before the body was moved from 
the beach. 

THE POSTMORTEM DESCRIBED. 

The most important witness thus far heard 
was Dr. L. Mitchell Prudden, and while he 
Was testifying he was listened to with the 
greatest attention, Judge Granger and ten 
lawyers making copious notes of what he 
said. He testified: “I performed a post 
mortem upon the remains of the girl said to 
be Jennie Cramer; it wasen the 8th of Au- 
gust, 1831; I first examined the body as it lay 
un the table, Decay had already begun, and 
the body was somewhat stiff. On the gener- 
al surface of the budy there were no marks 
of _ Violence, and the trunk and 
bones were sound. The face and 
neck were of a dusky red color and 
on the face were numerous scratches and 
sinall bruises. There were two wounds upon 
the lower lip with little lossof flesh. the one 
on the right side being somewhat Jarger. | 
should say that the wounds upon the lip were 
covered with particles of shelis and sand. The 
surtace of the body was smooth. “I then ex- 
amined the teeth, but found nothing particu- 
larly wrong. I then examinedthbe brain and 
blood vessels and found more blood in them 
than usual.

A MICROSC@PIC EXAMINATION. 

I took to New York jars containing the 
stomach and gullet lung and windpipe and 
generative organs.

Iexamined Jungs and wind- 
pipe; there was no sand in the fangs. T then 
examined with the microscope a portion of 
pe “er ee of ™~*. stomach, but found no 

race Of poison. These organs were 
brought back to New Haven by me oa the 
evening of August 9. On the 19th Professor 
Chittenden then took the jar containing the 
intestines and their contents, the jar contain- 
ing the lungs and speen and heart and the 
jar containing the kidneys. On September 5 
I took to Professor Chittenden a jar contain- 
ing tongue and throatand a jar containing 
the generative organs January 27 of the 
present year. I, with Professor Chitten 
den went to Evergreen cemetery and in the 

resence of Dr Whittemore, lawyer Fox and 

tydenburg and assistants exhumed the body 
which I identified at once as that of the wr 
said to have been in life Jennie Cramer. We 
weighed it; then I delivered to Professor 
Chittenden certain parts of the body which 
were placed in jars and carefully taken to the 
Yale scientific school. 

CHEMICAL EXPOSITION. ) 

Professor Chittenden testified that there 
were given him eight sealed jars containing; 
the stomach, esophagus, the fice the brain, 
the intestines, the kidneys, the langs, heart 
and spleen, the trachea, larynx and tongue, 
and the genital organs. These were en 
from the body at the time of the autopsy. 
January 27 the exhumation of the body was 
made in the search for more arsenie than that 
already found. It was found that the body, 
as taken from the grave, weighed fifty-seven 
pounds, the weighing being necessary to as- 
certain the entire amaunt of arsenic of the 
ac babe The parts of the body taken this 
ime were pt in seven clean glass jars, which 
were sealed and taken to the laboratory ef 
the witness where they were put in a double 
locked room on which a seal was put when- 
ever the witness had occasion to be 
absent In addiiion, there were 
letters shown in which there were 
parts of the organs of the unfortunate girl in 
solution, while on a table in front of the jury 
were retorts, porcelain bowls, glass vesseis of 
all kinds, and, in fact, all the paraphernalia 
of a chemis:’s laboratory, including the little 
furnace with its blazing gus-jets. Most care 
fully the professor told every process he had 
engaged in, how it was done, the means used 
and the result of hissearching examinations. 
All the chemicals used, and their action, was 
patiently explained to the attentive jury, it 
appearing after a time that the witness took a 
sample of each of the parts for ex- 
amination, and after ascertaining its com- 
ponent parts used that result upon 
which to base an estimafe of che whole. 
The following constitutes the amount of 
white oxide of arsenic found in samples of 
the internal organs examined by the profes 
sor: Stomach and ssophagus, .158 of a grain; 
liver, 100; intestines, 314; kidneys, .020; 
heart, .028; lungs and spleen, .1146; brain, 
0255: trachee, larynx and tongue, .018; dia 
phragm, .01 of a grain. Based on the results 
obtained as above by chemically examining 
samples, the professor was finally able to 
swear that the internal organs named con- 
tained, as a whole, 1.1694 grains of white 
oxide of arsenic, which isthe kind usually. 
sold in stores. 

JENNIE RECORDED AS DROWNED, 

A curious circumstance come out which is, 
that in West Haven, where Jennie Cramer is 
supposed to have died, she is officially recor- 
ded to have been drowned. 

TELLING WHAT HE KNOWS, 

Constable Babcock last night had an in- 
terview with one William Jones, a painter, 
sixty years old, who knew Jennie’s father im 
Germany, and has ever since been intimate 
with the family, so much so that Jennie was 
in the habit of calling him ‘‘Uncle William.” 
He pretended to have been at West Haven 
shore on Friday eyening, August 5, and there 
saw Jennie and another girl in company with 
two young men, one of t 
latter of whom he has since recognized from 
photographs as James Malley. Jones pre- 
tended to have preserved silence on this mat- 
ter because he did not wish to get mixed up 
in the trial; but having inherited some 
money and feeling independent, he con- 
cluded to unbosom himself. However, when 
another interviewer called upon Jones he ex- 
plained that upon further consideration of 
his story to Babcock he had concluded that 
he was mistaken as to the date—a very im- 
portant error—although the other parts of 
the story were correct. He now thinks the 
date may have been about August Ist; so it is 
doubtful whether Jones will be summoned. 

BLANCHE. DOUGLASS’S POSITION.

Pledger read the report of the committee, 
which was a set of resolutions as folloWs: 

‘“Whegeas, The present condition of affairs 
in Georgia demand that there should be two 
well developed political parties, one a check 
upon the other, to the end that we may have 
good local government, and give aid to the 
disruption of the intolerant bourbon demo- 
cracy, and 

“Whereas, the present attitude of certain 
political elements in the state that have here- 
tofore been neutral or opposed to any move- 
ment that indicated a desire and a determina- 
tion fora fair ballot, public schoois un an ad- 


vanced basis,a humane system of the peniten- | 


tiury, and justice before the courts, and ready 
to move in the direction of liberalism, there- 
fore be it 

“Resolved (1), That we heartily approve of 
every honorable effort that is being made to 
inaugurate a raovement, whose object is the 
overthrow of the bourbon democracy and the 
substitution of government for a partisan and 
corrupt administration of the law, and will 
encourage the leaders of what is termed the 
new movement, wherever their actions shall 
be deemed heroic and patriotic, and this we 
shall do without encroachment upon our de- 
votion to honored principles.

The Evidenee Tagen Before the Corcner’s Jury in Be- 
lation to the Death of Mary Bagwe!l—Her Fath- 

er’s Contradictory Statement Aout the 
Mat.er—Some Mysterious Séenes.

DovuGLAasvILLE, Ga., April 27.—Kditors Con- 
stitution: I ask through the columns of your 
paper this reply toan “interview” had with 
Mr. Willis Bagwell, of the 22d instant. The 
reason I write this comnrunication is, I find 
these words used by Mr. Bagwell: “On the 
second day Mr. James, an attorney from 
Douglasville, was sent for and the inquest 
was governed by him and Mr. Camp (or, as he 
says, Kemp) his amenuensis, did all the writ- 
ing, and while his employer was making 
a lengthly speech to the jury, wrote the ver- 
dict which the jury subsequently signed, 
making me and my two sons cognizant of the 
murder of a girl who is yet alive.” In reply- 
ing to these words it will be necessary for me 
to say something about the evidence, and to 
give a brief statement of the inquest held over 
the bones found in the Hill copper sbhaf ; but 
before I proceed to do this T take oc- 
casion here to say, that to take the 
above words as they are used by 
Mr. LBagwell, altogether, they speak 
a willful, malicious, uyqualified falsehood. 
Mr. Bagwell had an article published in the 
Douglasville Star recently which I thought 
demanded a reply from me. I did reply to it, 
and I suppose that controversy gave rise to 
the “interview” above mentioned. °In his 
piece in the Star he made some yery errone- 
ous, unmanly charges against me. 1 will not 
here repeat it, but those who wish to see the 
two two articles can do so by reference to the 
4th and 11th files of the Star of April, 
1582. He, it.does seem to me, would do well 
to allow men, when they are engaged to per- 
form a professional duty under their oaths, 
not to try tomake them appear, after they 
have done so, contemptible and degraded be 
‘fore the public by such disregard of truth as 
is shown in his words above set forth. I did 
all I could to ascertain the truth about tls 
mysterious and sad murder; nothing more, 
nothing less. 

What Mr. Bagwell says about Mr. Camp 
(Kemp) being my amanuensis is an unmiti- 
gated falsehood. Mr. Camp was employed 
by Coroner Mitchell to write down the eyvi- 
dence, and he was not in my eniploy in any 
way, shape, manner or form. While I was 
recapitu.ating the evidence, Mr. Camp wrote 
outa form of a verdict for the jury, leaving 
blank spaces for the insertion of such names 
as the jury might find to insert, and the en- 
tire part of the verdiet charging Willis Bag- 
well and his sons with being cognizant of the 
murder was added by the jury after they bad 
retired. Mr. Bagwell shows his want of con- 
sistency and veracity when he charges that 
the coroner’s jury would allow any one out- 
side to dictate a verdict for them, for he went 
home with Mr. Henry Ward, one of the ju- 
rors, the night after the verdict was render- 
ed, stuyed all night with him, and Mr. Ward 
isone of his bondsmen. Still he indirectly 
charges Mr. Ward with falsifying his oath. 

THE JURY. 

You have once bad the names of the jury 
published in your paper, hence it is unneces 
sary to give them again. I will say, however, 
they are all as good men asthiscounty affords. 
Among them were some of Mr. Bagwell’s 
warmest friends, one a minister of the Baptist 
church, that Mr. Bagwell prates so much

THE LNQUEST. 

The inauest, so far as I know or beiteve, 
was governed by the rule of law, and more in 
Mr. Bagwell’s favor than against |} | 
cause the people did not want to believ 
guilty of this most unnatural crime; 
seemed from the evidence there was no other 
satisfactory conclusion. .- Mr. Dagwell says in 
his ‘‘interview’’ he made searches and in- 
quiries for his daughter. Here is some of his 
evidence: “I never did made any inguiry 
for Mary of my neighbors or where I lived; 
don’t know the reason why I did not; can- 
not name any person I ever asked about her; 
have been asked often if I had heard any- 
thing from her; don’t know who asked me; 
cannot name any person; I told Ferrell 
Harper it was no use to hunt for her; never 
spoke to one of my neighbors about her in 
my life, as I know of; made nosearch for 
her, except looked about the fieid some; 
don’t Know where she is; think, perhaps, 
these may be her bones; nave no idea she 
killed herself; don’t remember the last con- 
versation I had with her; never have heard 
any reliable news from her since she left;I fin- 
ally becameconyvinced, aftershe had been gone 
several years,she was dead; i know of noother 
person who ever disanpeared from this part of 
the country. I nevermade any investigation 
as to her whereabouts; never thought it nec- 
essary. Mr. Bob Velvin, Willis Bagwell’s son- 
in-law, went to Bagwell a day or two after 
Mary disappeared, and told Bagwell that if he 
(Bagwell) would give him (Velvin) a rope and 
a double-barrel shotgun he would take Barrey 
Hargroves and find Mary in a few hours. 
Bagwell told him no; it is no u&e, she is gone, 
and we will never.see her again—let her go. 
Mr. Sheats, a brother-in-law of Mr. Bagwell’s, 
told him before Mary disappeared, that he be- 
lieved the negro Hargroves was the father of 
Mary's child. Still Bagwell kept the negro at 
his house, according to the evidence, until 
the next spring, and when the negro was ar- 
rested for burglary, Wyley Bagwell went on 
his bond for his appearance at a commital 
court; and the only time the negro has ever 
been seen by any of Bagwell’s neighbors 
since he escaped from the officer, he and 
Willis Bagwell were in close conversation. 
Other witnesses said that the night she disap- 
peared there was a woman’s voice heard in 
the direction of Mr. Bagyell’s lamenting, 
screaming, and seemed to be begging for 
mercy. Thirty-five witnesses, amonz them 
his brother-in-law and other relatives, and his 
nearest neighbors, all swear'that none of the 
Bagwell family ever made any search or in- 
quiry for her. The state will be able to prove 
that the night she left or disappeared that the 
Bagwells carried her off, notwithstanding they 
all swear she. went off in the dark hours of 
night, and no one of the family knew any- 
thing aboutit. The state will further show 
that Mary protested against going, and they 
carried her anyhow. Ii this is true, that they 
did carry her off by force, and now al] swear 
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| they knew nothing about her disappearance, 


it seems to me that it shows, to say the least 
of it, a little dark side to the. picture. Take 
into consideration her condition at the time 
she left, and further, that Mr. Bagwell nor 
any of his family, especially the three charg- 
ed with this crime, ever made any search for 
her nor asked a single person about her in 
their lives, so far as is known, and when men

Now, in conclusion, I say that the people 
of this county are too just to punish an in- 
nocent man, and if Mary is alive, as he says, 
let him bring her up; that. will satisfy ev- 
erybody and exalt him higher than he has 
ever been before in his life, but unless he 
does this, the stigma is upon him and all he 
can write or say will not remove it. If she 
is alive, he is certainly a very remarkably 
strange man. He had Dan Bar and Marion 
Stocks arrested for the murder of his child, 
who, he says, is still in life, and tried 
to drive me from the case 
by force when I was defending them, 
but did not accomplish his purpose. He did 
not have them arrested until he found out 
that perhaps he would be charged with the 
murder himself, and in order that he might 
cast suspicion off of himself, he was willing to 
convict two innocent negroes who did not 
know Mary. They were discharged for the 
want of evidence. Unless Mr. Bagwell does 
bring his daughter up, his case will certainly 
be brought before the courts of this county 
and an impartial investigation had. So far as 
I am individually concerned, I stick to what 
I have done and said in the court house and 
out of it, and if Mr. Bagwell don't believe it, 
let him try me. I think it would be best for 
him to keep quiet; he might have the death 
of some one else laid at his door who has long 
ago passed into another world. 

Now about those missing parties he claims 
to have disappeared from Villa Rica: Mr. 
Furr had a negro man—not a woman—who, 
just before the close of the war, ran away and 
went to the federals, and after awhile he 
came back, and it was thought he had 
came: after his wife and children 
and to induce other negroes to run away witb 
him, and one of Mr. Furr’s neighbors killed 
him. This accounts for him. Raymouth 
Hargroves went off with aman by the name 
of Harn, and is now living in Meriwether 
or Coweta county, and that fact is well known 
to Willis Bagwell, as the said Raymouth Har- 
groves Bagswell is the divorced wife of Willis 
Bagwell’s son Charles. Neither one of the 
Vansunts have ever lost a negro Woman. So 
at last Mary Bagwell is the only woman who 
is missing, (according to the sworn statement 
of Willis Bagwell, which fact appears in his 
evidence above given), in all this country. 
When last seen she had puff combs, like the 
one found, also a breastpin and ribbon like 
those found. A woman’s bones, together 
with some infant’s bones, were found. 
Whose are they? Certainly some _ wo- 
inman and a child, if not Mary Bag- 
well and her babe’s. Let her father produce 
her and stop this hypocritical cant of his, and 
then the people who know him and believe 
him guilty will be satisfied that he is innocent, 
but they will never, in my opinion, see Mary 
Bagwell again until Gabriel sounds his trum- 
pet.

A Letter From the Augusta Bar and Others on Hi 
Administration in MeDnffie. 
From the Augusta Chronicle and Constitutionalist. 

Avesta, Ga., April 27.—Hon. Clairborne 
Snead, City—Dear Sir: We have observed 
with sincere regret, in the Chronicle and 
Constitutionalist of 25th instant, the proceed- 
ings of a meeting of some of the citizens of 
McDuffie county, at which your administra- 
tion of the lawin that county was severely 
condemned. 

We heartily indorse your purpose to refrain 
from taking any notice of the meeting. 

Our relations as members of this bar to the 
high and responsible station you hold and 
the administration of law and the mainte- 
nance of the respect due to our courts and 
judicial! officers call upon us thus to address 
you. 

In our opinion the law rests in you alone 
the power tonllow a settlement of criminal 
cases, Without regard to the assent or digsent 
of the solicitor-general. While the evidence 
upon which your administration in McDutfte 
county was condemned is not furnished in 
the published proceedings of the meeting, 
and we are not personally acquainted with 
the facts and circumstances under which you 
allowed the settlement of the case of the 
State vs. Thomas E. Watson, we have ob- 
served nothing of your administration of the 
law in this county that would authorize us to 
suspect that in the case named you acted 
other than as an upright judge should act. 

Your record as a public officer does not need 
our support against such charges as were pre- 
ferred iu said meeting, but inasmuch as you 
have been assailed and your position forbids 
you toenter upon a defense of yourself, we 
feel called upon, as an act of simple justice to 
your official position and your judicial career, 
as tar as it bas fallen under our observation, 
to say that you continue to enjoy our undi- 
tuinished esteem and confidence in your 
ficlelity, Integrity and competency. 

With the internal affairs of McDuftie county 
we have no concern and are not disposed to 
intermeddle, but the participants in the late 
jleeting made its-action a matter of public 
interest by directing the publication of its 
proceedings, not only in the county paper, 
but the Chronicle and Constitutionalist, of 
this city, and a leading journal at the capital 
of the ssate. 

We feel, therefore, justified in expressing 
our unqualified and emphatic oppos. 9m to 
the method adopted by the McDuttie cuunty 
meeting to redress any wrong in the adminis- 
tration of the law by the courts, 

inthe name of justice—without notice or 
an opportunity to be heard and upon charges 
too generaland vague to be answered, this 
meeting passed condemnation upon you. As 
far as we know, such proceedings are without 
precedent, contrary to the spirit of our insti- 
tutions and should be emphatically opposed, 
as tending to bring the officers of the law and 
its administration into disrepute. 

The judge upon the bench is amenable to 
the law as the humblest citizen. and should 
be held as the lowest official to an honest and 
faithful discharge of official duty, but the fail- 
ure to discharge this duty should be passed 
upon by the proper tribunals established for 
the purpose, and not a meeting of citizens, 
however respectable, called from among those 
who are dissatisfied with the administration 
of public affairs and who meet, as there is 
reason in this case to believe, not to calmly 
and impar-ially investigate and determine, 
but to promulgatea judgment already formed. 
Such a course we deem unjust as a precedent, 
fraught with the greatest danger to the best 
interests of society. The course of the citi- 
zens Who held this meeting must, we think, 
appear improper to very slight reflection, 
when it is remembered, that they not only 
passed upon the fidelity of your administra- 
tion, butexercised the power of an apellate 
tribunal and passed upon the legality of your 
conduct—a function that belongs exclusively 
to the supreme court of the state. This impro- 
priety is made still more glaring by the fact, 
that among those who held this extraordinary 
meeting there does not appear in the publish- 
ed proceedings, as faras we know, the name 
of any one who ever made the law a study. 

We indulge the hope that a large majority 
of the good citizens of McDuffie county will 
with us, disapprove the action of this meet- 
ing, and the gentlemen themselves who par- 
ticipated in it will be brought by calmer re- 
tlection to regret it. : 

There are reasons to believe that this attack 
was directed against you as the judge of the 
court, but inasmuch as it might-be the opin- 
ion of some that the terms used are broad 
enough to embrace the solicitor general of the 
cireuit, we desire to express our unshaken 
confidence m his fidelity, integrity and 
ability. 

As the proceedings of the meeting were 
published, we shall cause this communication 
to be given to the public through the same 
channels.

ATLANTIS. 


A Ship-Captain’s S:range Discovery in the Atlantic 
ek of an Island. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

New Orveans, La., April 24.—The British 
steamsh p Jesmond has arrived at this point 
from Messina with a cargo of fruit. Captain 
Robson reports a remarkable discovery. He 
says that when about 200 miles to the west- 
ward of Madeira his attention was called to 
the singular appearance of the sea. The water 
had a dark, uuuddy look, and was covered 
with dead fish as far as the eye could reach. 
They were of several species, among them 
being noticed mullet cod and bass. Soon 
after entering this field of dead fish he ob- 
served a faintsmoke on the horizon nearly 
ahead on the course of the vessel. 

Early thenext morning the captain was 
awakened by the second officer, and informed 
thatland had been sighted in the course of 
the stermer. He was greatly surprised at 
this information, knowing that there was no 
land in this part of the Atlantic. Upon 
going on deck, however, he found that the 
report was correct. The dim outlines of an 
island, broken by mountain peaks, were Visi- 
ble even withoui the use of the glass. Above 
ithungacloud of smoke. The water was 
moré turbid than on the previous day, and 
the shoal of dead fish thicker. 

Captain Robson deemed it advisable to take 
soundings, not expecting, however, to get 
bottom, as the charts showa depth of from 
2.000 to 3,000 fathoms in that portion of the 
Atlantic. Forsowe time the sounding was 
without result, but suddenly the line brought 
bottom of fifty fathoms. When about four 
leagues distant from tue island the Jesmond 
came to anchor in seven fathoms of water. 
The island was located 25 degrees 49 minutes 
west, 25 degrees north. Captain Robson de- 
termined to make an examination of the 
strange land. The yawl was lowered and the 
captain and one of Ins officers were rowed to 
the island. A ljianding was effected on the 
low coast of the western border, where a con- 
venient harbor was found for the yawl. The 
captain and severalof the crew with some 
difficulty ascended the decivity. The prom- 
ontory seemrd several miles in length 
and joined an extensive tableau, which 
sloped gently back toa chain of mountains 
at avreat distance off, from which rose light 
columns of smoke. [he surface of the ground 
was covered with pumice stone, and volcanic 
debris, and entirely destitute of vegetation. 
It was a desolate scene, where not a_ single 
living thing was perceived. 

The captain and his company started on a 
tour inland, but soon found their progress 
impeded by yawning chasms. It was, there- 
fore, determined to return to the beach and 
inspect the inland from that side. While ex- 
amining the buse of the cliff where the rock 
was fractured and twisted as if by some tre- 
mendous convulsion, and disclosed a bed of 
breccia, a Surprising discovery was made by 
one of the sailors. On thrusting the prong of 
a boat-hook into the loosened mass of gravel, 
he dis!oged a stone urrow-head. Excited by 
this incident, the search was continued, and 
other articles of stone were discovered, A 
large excavation was made, and it was ascer 
tained that the opening led between the 
crumbling remains of what must have been 
massive walls. A number of articles were 
exhumed, such as bronze swords, rings, ham- 
mers, carvings of heads and figures of birds 
and animais, and two vases of jars with frag- 
ments of bones, and one cranium almost en- 
tire. ) 

The most singular thing brought to view 
Was what appeared to be a mummy, con- 
tained ina stone case. It was so incrusted 
With volcanic deposits as to bedscarcely dis- 
tinguished from the rock itself. Much ditti- 
euliy was experienced in dislodging the sar- 
cophagus, which was finally taken out whole, 
and, with the fossils, transported to the 
steamer. 

Captain Robson would have continued this 
Investigation, but as the aspect of the weather 
became less favorable,and he could not aiford 
tospend more time at the island, he sailed 
for iiis port. He considers that the new 
island was raised trom the _ sea by 
Volcanic action, and that the fish 
were killed by the poisonous gases from 
the volcano, The captain thinks that the new 
land is a secticn of the immense ridge known 
to exist in the Atlantic, and of which the 
Azores and Canuries are a part. He took 
pleasure in exhibiting ihe fossils and curious 
articles of which lie was the fortunate finder. 
Thecarved beads are in the Egyptian style of 
sculpturing, Feirg datinguishod by the veil 
Or hood which characterizes Egyptian figures. 
The urns and vases are spherical, with large 
mouths, and upcr them may be discerned in- 
scriptionsin lhiercglyphics. The edges of the 
axes and arrew of spear heads are blunted and 
jagged. The we J is @ straight weapon of 
bronze, with caicss hilt. Captain Robeson 
proposes to present tne relics to the British 
museum at London upon his return to Liver- 


pool. 


FIGHT WITH A BEAR. 


Adtrend.ck Landlord’s Terrific Struggle fer 
Life. 

E. R. Derby, the landiord of the Prospect 
house, Saranac lake, was, says the Troy Times, 
the hero of a very exciting exploit, Friday 
afternoon. While driving from the t rospect 
house to Bloomingdale, in passing threugi 
the woods he heard cries for help proceeding 
from a rivine a few rods distant from 
the road. Springing from his carriage and 
running hastily to the edge of the ravine, Mr. 
Derby saw an infuriated bear raging around 
the trunk of asmail maple, eagerly trying to 
dislodge Gardiner Maloney, a well krown 
Saranac guide, who had taken refuge in the 
branches of the tree. With genuine hereism 
Mr. Derby drew his revolver, a Smith & Wes- 
son seven-shooter, forty-four caliber, and 
rushed to the rescue. Skilled in wooderaft, 
he was enabled to creep unobserved by the 
‘bear to witbin a short range, when he opened 
fire on tue brute. The first fire took eflect in 
the shoulder, and was quickly followed by a 
second that lodged in the bear’s head. 

The only effect of these was to distract the 
attention and increase the fury of the bear, 
who abandoned the siege of Maloney and di- 
rected his attention to Mr. Derby. He charged 
furiously upon that gentleman, who cooliv 
discharged two more shots with wonderful 

recision at the head of the approaching 

rute, and, turning, beat a hasty retreat in 
the direction of the road. The speed told 
rapidly upon Mr. Derby, who turns the scales 
at 230 pounds, but he made a tremendous ef 
fort to reach his 'eam, a pair of spirited young 
horses, thinking if he could once gain his seat 
in the carriage, the team would afford safety. 
Unfortunately, the horses, excited by the fir- 
ing, were on the alert, and cat: hing sight of 
the bear, ran furiously down the road, leaving 
Mr. Derby to settle with the bear, Nota mo- 
ment was to be lost. The quick eye of Mr- 
Derby discovered a tree near by. Spring 
ing into ‘it over branches, he 
reached a pointof safety half dead from ex- 
haustion. ‘The bear, bieeding profusely from 
many wounds,was undaunted and aggressive. 
and did not leave the enemy long to arrange. 
anew campaign, but began the ascent of 
the tree. Mr. Derby drewasheath kn fe,and, 
with that in his teeth, prepared for a cesper- 
ate encounter. Discharging the three remain- 
ing shots of his revolver at the head of the 
bear be seized the knife, and, holding by a 
limb with his left hand, struck desperately at 
the fore feet of the climber, nearly severing 
one claw and cutting enormous gashes in the 
animal’s shoulders and head. While strug 
gling for his life the limb by which Mr. Derby 
was holding broke, and he was precipi- 
tated to the ground ten feet, sustainin 
severe bruises and a badly surained 
shoulder. In his eagerness to reach his 
foe the bear tumbled from the tree 
also, and rushed at Mr. Derby, who had re- 
covered his feet, and unable to retreat was 
awaiting the attack, his sheath knife in hand. 
The bear arose on his haunches, and by a dex- 
terous thrust Mr. Derby's knife was driven 
straight through his heart and the animal 
succumbed. r. Derby suffered severe 
scratches and loss of considerable blood. His 
clothing was literally converted into strings 
by the claws of the bear. Exhausted and 
suffering from loss of blood, Mr. Derby was 
assisted by Maloney, 'who witnessed the last 
of the struggle, to the house of John Howe,

Ir is a sufficient answer to those who know 
nothing of Mr. Stephens’s intention to quote 
the understanding that exists in his entourage 
that if be rams for governor he runs as the 
candidate of the democratic party pure and 
simple; and not on any catch penny claptrap 
arrangement of a fugleman and a bombarbier 
or two which calls itself a party and shouts 
for anyone and everyone to come and stand 
as its nominee. 


Crop indications are always more or less 
deceitful; but still they afford ample data for 
venturing deductions from. The New York 
Times of Thursday prints four solid pages of 
reports from all parts of the United States, 
which are briefly summarized elsewhere. So 
far as they go there is little exception that 
can be taken to the estimates of such states 
as we are familiar with, and on this 
basis the same may be assumed of all. 
The conclusion to be drawn from the Times, 
report is that the crops to be harvestedin 1882 
are nearly all above the average in yield, and 
far ahead of last year. In the northwest, for 
instance, the spring wheat/ crop is fifty per 
cent larger than last year. This is all very 
satisfactory, but the great body of the cereal 
crops may yet be nipped badly by frost. 


THE SMALL-POX OVER. 

For five days there has not been a single 
new case of small-pox in Atlanta. 

Every person who has the disease is put in 
absolute quarantine, and as more than a 
week has elapsed since the last of them was 
confined, and since any-citizen has been ex- 
posed, we are reasonably safe in presuming 
that the disease has spent its force, and that 
we shall have no more trouble with it. Every 
single case in the city is traceable directly to 
the one case of Myra Hightower or cases 
springing from it. This case came from an 
imported one. Thecity is thoroughly vac- 
cinated. At one time there were seven 
centres from which the disease might have 
spread—i. e., there were seven Cases in dif- 
ferent localities to which different sets of 
people were exposed. The fact that only 

six new cases resulted from the hundreds of 
exposures to these seven cases is pretty good 
evidence that our people were even then 
fairly protected. Since then, during the 
past week, at least 4,000 additional people 
have been vaccinated. 

We ask simple justice to Atlanta that our 
contemporaries of the state press will lay 
these facts before their readers. From these 
facts the presumption is plain that the worst 
of the small-pox scare is over, and that the 
chances are that not another case will be de- 
veloped.

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OUR COLORED FRIENDS. 

A very disheartening feature of the rela- 
tions between the colored people of Georgia 
and their real friends—and we mean by their 
real friends the white people who have been 
raised with them and who know their good 
points as well as their failings—is the fact that 
they regard with suspicion every effort that is 
made to better their condition or to bring 
about that assimilation of sentiment in re- 
gard to the pregress and prosperity of the 
state and all its citizens which is absolutely 
essential to the welfare of the body politic. 
We do not mean the assimilation of political 
gentiment. The white people may divide 
into parties and pursue each other with ap- 
parent rancor, as witness some of the memor- 
able campaigns in Georgia before the 
war; but, at the bottom of these divisions, be- 
hind all the rancor and fury of politics, there 
is a unity of sentiment, a profound regard 
for the suggestions of patriotic citizenship, 
which has an eye single to the welfare of so- 
ciety and the safety of the state. No merely 
political considerations—no results of partisan- 
ship are allowed to interfere with this feel- 
ing. 

We have had frequeat occasion to test the 
curious suspicion on the part of our colored 
friends, to which we allude, for THz Con- 
stirution has been foremost in defénding 
them when they have needed defense, 
and in befriending them when it seemed 
that they needed friends. Our attitude 
toward them has always been full of hopeand 
confidence, and we may be allowed to say, 
without magnifying the influence that every 
public journal must wield to a greater or less 


extent, that the prompt and,earnest manner 


in which Tae Constrrvtion- has urged'their 
claims upon the good. will ot. the southern 
people has been the meansof securing protec- 
tion for the coloréd le in quarters where 
prejudice might be sapposed to exist. 

The effect of all this up6n thé negroes has 
been sometimes amusing; semetimes irrita- 
ting, but more ffequently disheartening. THE 
ConstiruTion has been classed among the 


e THE symptoms are that Mahone has been vac- 
inated. 
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would be equivalent to going back into slave- 
ry. Some of the weekliés edited “by colored 
men have been pleased to observe that ‘‘for 
“a bourbon paper, Tue Constitution treats us 
fairly, butit need not hope to toll us into 
“the democratic party.’ The quotation we 
have made was put in print months and 
month ago by a very intelligent colored edi- 
tor, (speaking comparatively,) and at a time 
when we were engaged in denouncing as 
they deserved certainly cowardly assaults 
that had been made upon negroes by armed 
bands of white men. 

The peculiarity of this is the mys- 
teriously unreasonable fact that the friendly 
attitude of Tuz Constitution should have 
placed comparatively intelligent colored men 
upon the defensive. At the bottom of this 
must lie, we suppose, the race problem which 
is given tothe southern people to solve, for 
thesuspicion of the negro editor, and the 
thousand and one similar manifestations that 
must have attracted the attention of thought- 
ful observers, are obviously based upon a 
wholly irrelevant desire on the part of the 
representatives of the race to draw the color 
line, so far as the advice or the intentions of a 
southern democrat, or a southern democratic 
paper, is concerned. 

We do not allude to these things in a spirit 
of complaint, for they are not matters to com- 
plain about. They afford food for reflection 
and material for comment, but nothing more. 
They are not hopeful signs, but we have wit- 
nessed manifestations far less hopeful. 
When the race and its leaders repudiated 
and drove to his death theman who did more 
to make the freedom of the negro possible 
than all other persons and influences com- 
bined, the fact was a fair warning to all con- 
cerned not to expect too speedy a solution of 
any problem having to do with the rela- 
tions between the sentiments of the negro 
and his duties as a citizen. Indeed, we have 
anticipated all the difficulties from the first, 
and we have known that the attitude of Tur 
ConstituTion and of the democrats of Georgia 
would be misconstrued, misinterpreted an 
viewed with suspicion by the colored people; 
and we have been waiting -patiently for the 
results of education and experience to make 
themselves felt ever so faintly. 

Our attention has been called anew to the 
subject by the colored convention heldin Ma 
con during the past week under the auspices 
of Jeff Long and other leaders, who 
are supposed to represent the 
educational progress of the race, The pro- 
ceedings of that convention are only worthy 
of consideration in this connection; and the 
indications are that we will still have to wait 
as patiently as before for any sign that the 
colored people have progressed to the point of 
understanding and appreciating their rela- 
tions to the state as citizens. One of their 
greatest complaints is in regard to the color 
line, and yet they draw it as they draw their 
razors, and persist in keeping it in sight from 
years end to year’s end. Notwith- 
standimg the fact that the laws of 
Georgia make no distinctions’ on ac- 
count of race or color, they hold conventions 
as black men instead of citizens, go into poli- 
tics as black men instead of citizens, and vote 
as black men instead of citizens.

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THE SMALL-POX. 


Auother Day on Which Neo Caves Bevelop—A Cireula 
from the Vaccine Agent. 

For a week now there has not a case of small-pox 
developed in the city. The last case was that of 
Mr. Frobell’s nephew, Mr. Moore, whose casé was 
pronounced small-pox lastSunday. Mr Moore was 
doing well yesterday and his friends were very 
hopeful. Only one other case has been developed 
among the white population. Last week Mr. Wil- 
liam Ivie wastaken. He died last night at 11 o'clock 
Yesterday there were two deaths at the hospital. 
Jim Lamarand Richard Wadley,two aged negro 
men, died. This leaves e‘even persons down with 
the disease at the hospital and two in thecity. The 
physicians in the city are very nopeful and many 
are confident that the disease is about at 
an end and that there will be _ few 
if any more mew cases. There were very few ru- 
mors on the streets yesterday, but the supposed 
cases that were reported were carefully examined 
and ‘none of them were pronounced small-pox, 
One supposed case was reported on Forsyth st.eet, 
but it was not smali-pox, and in reference to it 
THE CONSTITUTION was asked to publish the follow- 
ing eard: 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 29, 1882.—It baving been re- 

rted that E. G. Blackwell, boarding at Mrs Ches- 
ire’s house, No. 132 Forsyth street, was sick with 
the small-pox, I hereby certify that he is not even 
sick, nor has he been recently.

Yesterday Dr. T. S. Powell, the state vaccine 
agent, prepared a circular which he will send alon 
to the ordinaries with the virus which he will sen 
out. The cireular will be ready Monday and gives 
instructions as to the best way to vaccinate, and the 
preper course to be pursued. a a 

Among other things Dr. Powell says. ‘tis pos- 
sible to exclvde small-pox from any given commu- 
nity, or. if introduced, to prevent its spread from 
the firstcase or cases that may occur. No disease 
can be so easily preventea as small-pox, and its 
spread in any place is evideuce of carelessness or 
ignorance of the importance of vaccination on the 
part of citizens. 

It is exeeedingly important not only that every one 
should be vaccinated in infancy, but that re-vaeci- 
nation should be performed in every case when the 
small-pox is prevailing in the country. The fact 
that a vaccine scar may prapens a genuine 
appearance containing a number of the cha acteris- 
tic pits, ete., should not be relied upon 
as infallible evidence of protection, or as a reason 
for omitting re-vaccination, for it has been found 
that the exceptional cases above referred to may 
occur in eases of this character, when in other 
cases of a faint, imperfect scar, with perhaps only 
oze pit, the protection has been perfect and abso- 
lute. It is theretore important that everybody 
should be vaccinated when the disease is in the 
community. It would be well that physicians in 
the villages and in the country now supply them- 
selves with vaccine virus, which can be procured 
at any one of the several drug stores in Atlanta, 
and by vaccinatinga number of healthy young 
persons who have never been vaccinated and se- 
cure from these a supply of fresh, genuine virus 
with which to vaccinate others. Either bovine or 
humanized virus will answer if properly procur- 
ed.’’

Few Exceptions to .he Rule of Increased or Average 
Yield —Damage by Fiood and Frost Less than 
Was Feared—Cotton, Sugar Cane and 
Tobacco Doing Well, Etc., Eto, 


From the New York Times, 

Floods, frosts, and a backward spring have 
all worked to the injury of the crops this 
year, but the comprehensive statement of 
their present condition, which The Times 
now lays before its readers, will show that, 
despite these influences, the general condi- 
tions, with few exceptions, promises an abun- 
dant harvest throughout the country. From 
$7 states and 4 territories—nearly all except 
those whose agricultural products are of no 
jimportance—the most trustworthy informa- 
tion has been obtained. From 120 different 
places, covering over 1,500 centres of agricul- 
tural work, persons whose business and inter- 
est it has been to secure accurate knowledge 
of the crops have sent the result of their in- 
vestigations to the Times, 

The small grams, despite bad spring weath- 
er, promise well. Winter wheat will give an 
increased yield in nearly every state except 
Indiana, Ohio and New York. The last 
named only will produce much less than the 
average. Spring wheat is much more flatter- 
ing in its promise. In the great grain states 
west of the Mississippi the increase is 
especially marked, in sgme_ cases as 
much as 50 per cent. In some _ of 
the old grain states, other grains are replacing 
wheat—barley, oats and. rye especially. In 
all these a large increase in acreage is report- 
ed apd promise a large crop. Insects and rust 
are reported in some places, but only in Ten- 
nessee is much alarm felt. Corn shows avery 
large increase in nearly every state where it 
is cultivatedat all. Inthe north it shares to 
some extentin the displacement of winter 
wheat, and in the south it is replacing cotton 
tosome extent. Emigration and the pushing 
of railroad construction are prominent factors 
in the increase of the grain fields. 

Cotton is expected to give at least an aver 
age crop. The area devoted to it is much 
smaller, floods, a partial abandonment of the 
“all cotton’? system, and the inability of 
planters to obtain sufficient supplies work to- 

ether to this result. The free use of fertilizers, 

1owever, is expected to keep the yield up to 
the average. The planters throughout the 
south have been much hampered, also, by 
the difficulty in obtaining laborers. The 
sugar cane crop is looking splendidly, except 
in a few cases, in some of the flooded districts, 
where it has been killed. The cultivation of 
rice is receiving more attention, and probably 
the average crop will be secured. Tobacco 
does not show much change; and increased 
acreage will be planted in some of the middle 
and northern states. Hay and grass crops 
have been much _ injured throughout 
the country, and generally a light yield 
is expected. The high price of pota- 
toes has led farmers to devote an _ in- 
creased acreage to that vegetable this year. 
The fruit crops have been the chief sufferers, 
Frosts have about destroyed peaches and 
small fruit in Virginia, Maryland and Dela- 
ware and the Hudson valley. Other fruits 
will give an average yield, except perhaps 
cherries. The dairy interests in the north 
and east are receiving more attention, and, 
with fruit-raising, replacing the cultivation of 
grain. The great cattle growing interests of 
the west are most flourishing, the mild win- 


‘ter on the plains having been favorable. 


The condition of the crops in each state is 
shown by the following recapitulation: 

Alabama—Cotten, although the decrease 
in land cultivated is marked, is expected to 
yield an average crop. The acreage of corn 
and wats has been increased. 

Arkansgs—Win'er wheat, with a very large 
increase in acreage, will soog be harvested. 
Corn and oats also show large increase. Cot- 
ton planting is going on, with perhaps a 
slightly decreased area. 

Calitornia—fhe largest increase is in the 
acreage devoted to vines and barley, which 
are thriving. Wheat and oats will be about 
as last year. 

Colorado—The wheat acreage has been in- 
creased one-third, with promise of a corre- 
sponding yield. Crops in southern Colorado 
give way tothe cattle interest, which is in 
tine condition. 

Connecticut—The kitchen-garden, the dai- 
ry,and the orchard are gradually leading to 
smaller grain crops. These interests are in a 
good condition. Much land will be devoted 
to potatoes. - 

Dakota—This great grain-growing state 
promises an increase in its yield of wheat and 
oats of 25 per cent. Barley is also being 
planted. 

Delaware—The farmers’ work is very back- 
ward. The crops of corn and wheat will be 
about the average. The peach and small fruit 
crop has been badly damaged, if not de- 
stroyed, 

Fiorida—The cotton crop, through the use 
of fertilizers, is expected to yield ten or fif- 
teen per cent increase. A good crop of oats 
and a large yield of corn are expected. 

Georgia— Various causes have led to a slight 
decrease in cotton acreage, with a large in- 
erease in food crops, principally corn and 
oats, Rice and sugar-cane are about the ay- 
erage. : 

Iilinois—Winter wheat has not been dam- 
aged as much as was feared, and the average 
yield is promised. A large corn cropis prom- 
ised. An increased acreage in rye and oats is 
under cultivation. 

Indiana—The winter wheat generally was 
badly injured by frost, and a short crop is ex- 
pected. Barley is also injured. Corn and 
oats show an increase. Fruit, except apples, 
will give a small yield. 

lowa—The wheat yield. will be about the 
average, but this crop is giving way to corn, 
oats, barley, flax and hay, which promise 
large returns. Cattle and hog raising are at- 
tracting much attcntion. 

Kansas—The outlook for all grain has never 
been better. The acreage of winter and spring 
wheat, corn and rye has increased from 30 to 
100 per cent. Sheep-raising is a growing in- 
terest. ° 

Kentucky—Winter wheat shows a larger 
acreage; crop in good condition. Corn and 
oats will be planted more than last year. To- 
bacco remains as last year. There will bea 
fair crop of peaches. 

Louisiana—Cotton planting has been re- 
tarded; the acreage will probably not change 
much, The sugarcane, except in overflowed 
places, is generally in very good condition, 
with the usual acreage. Corn will show some 
increase. 

Maine—Snow and ice have not permitted 
farmers to do much yet. Hay and potatoes 
are expected to yield largely. Oats and wheat 
will be sown to some extent. 

Maryland—More than the average crop of 
wheat and corn is promised. Tobacco will 
remain about the same. The fruit crop has 
been nearly destroyed Sy frost. 

Massachusetts—Grains generally are prom- 
ised about the average. (Hay, tatoes and 
tobacco show 4a slight increase. Phe dairy in- 


Michigan—W heat, outs, corn, -rye and bar- 
ley, with about the same acreage, are looking 
well.

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JOYNER’S FUNERAL 


And His Burialin Marletia—W hat the Jonesboro Peo- 
ple Think of the Dead Boy. 


Yesterday afternoon the remaius of Mr. Alex. 
Joyuer were laid to restin the cemetery at Mari- 
etta. 

At 12:30 o'clock the body, escorted. by a long pro- 
cession of friends, was tuken from his sister’s ( Mrs 
Oliver) residence on Luckie street to St. Philip's 
church where the burial services were read in the 
presence of a large congregation. At. the conelu- 
sion of the services the body wes escorted to the 
depotand placed upon the Western and Atlantic 
train, Which was buarded by nearly one hundred 
Atlanta ladies and gentlemen who followed it to 
Ma. ietta. 

‘The casket was literally covered with rare and 
beautifnl flowers which had, been woven in various 
shapes and placed upon it by the fair hands of the 
maiy ladies he knew in life. The scene at the 
hume before the vasket Wes closed was an impres- 
sive one. ‘The friends crowded around the casket 
to catch a last glitupse of the face they now re- 
member only with pleasure, while low agonizing 
groans resounded throughout the room. 

The procession which followed the corpse was 
composed of old and young. The carriages were 
filled with ladies and children, while close be- 
hind the hearse walked the Atlanta Cadets and 
Hook and Ladder company, both of which organ- 
The pall bearers were 
Messrs. T. W. ‘Taylor, Thomas Evleston, E. E. 
McCandless, W. D. Dean, W. F. Priolean, S. H. 
Venable, and Dr. Harris, of Atlanta, and Mr. Hal 
Hunter, of Loutsville. 

Upon reaching the carshed, a most touching in- 
cident occurred. A servant, who had known Mr. 
Joyner, handed to Captain McCandless a beautiful 
cross made of exquisite flowers witha lily of purest 
whiteness, in the centre emblematical of the purity 
and sincerity of the love of the maker. It had a 
eard attached, on which was written in alady’s 
handwriting “Compliments from a Friend.’’ This 
beautiful cross from its unknown giver,was placed 
by Captain McCandless over the heart of the de- 
ceased. The corpse was placed on the train, and 
the many friends of the dead clustered around his 
remains, as the train moved off laden with its pre- 
cious treasure and many were the thougnts that 
arose in the minds of his friends as on leaving the 
city there appeared in view so many places, which 
his companions had visited with him, where 
they had Soned his happy shout and his merry 
laugh, which is now hushed in eternal sleep. The 
remains were metat thedepot in Marietta by a 
large concourse of sorrowing friends, who accom- 
panied che hearse to the grave, where the impres- 
sive service of the Episcopal church was read by 
the Rey. Dr. Pinkerton. As the heavy earth fell 
upon ,.the. coffin lid with its ominous 
sound, many were the tears and = expres- 
sions of grief that attested the strong 
and earnest love that the friends of the dead 
bore him. Flowers in great abunasance were 
strewed upon hisgrave by loving bands and then 
the concourse turned away with sorrowing hearts 
and left him buried deep in the ceid earth, but 
buried deeper in the hearts of his iriends, where 
love had followed anu beckoned to memory to 
come to herand help build a monument to him 
from the hearts of his comrades more lasting than 
adamant, 

Yesterday afternoon the following paper was re- 
ceived in Aitunta. Accompanying it was a letter 
sayiug that it had been drawn up and signed at a 
meeting of the mayor and general council, and 
many citizens of the place. The meeting was called 
for that especial purpose: 

JONESBORO, Ga., April 23, 1882.—We, the under- 
signed citizens of Jonesboro, having had the huynor 
of being acquainted with Mr. Alex Joiner, take this 
opportunity of expressing our sincere regret at his 
untimely end, and tender our sympathies to his 
bereaved relatives and many friends. es 

During a visit to his friend, Mr. William M. 
Hynds, of our town, two years since, both hotels 
caught on fire, and no man worked more bravely 
or efficiently than did Mr. Joiner to save the lives 
and property of our citizens, thereby securing our 
affections and displaying a disinterested kindness 
which seems to have been prominently character- 
istic of the man everywhere he was known. In his 
death we sustain a loss, but we hope and believe 
that our loss is his gain.

Ihave 
five pieces, and their values are 6 cents, 12% 
cents, 25 cents, 50 cents, 100 cents.

Then here is the 
smallest coin known. Yousee itis hardly as 
large as an agate button. Its yalue is one- 
fourth of acent.
